CONVINCED TROOPS NEEDED

Declares Martisl Law Should be Last
Resort—Union Officials Claim Every-
thing Will be Done to Prevent Trouble
of Any Kind.

GOLDFIELD, Dec, 12.—The first day
o the attempt Lo re-open mines in Goid-
fleld, without the aid of Western Feder-
welon of Miners, passed with not a
single instance of attempted violence or
disorder in the camp. Unarmed pickets
approached the mines as closely as the
armed guards would permit, and sue.
ceeded in inducing & number who had
slgned the agreoment to return to work,
to violate thal agreemont and leave the
mines,  Funston arrived at noon and
lils coming seems to have helped the
situntiog greatly and strengthened the
lelief that the scenes of violence in other
camps will not be repeated bere,

It is stated tonigh that the unionists
have seeurad evidence to prosecute some

That is what the commissioners are com-
ing from Washington for. They doult-
lesy will go deeply into the merits of
the grievanees of both sides, but I am
simply poing to determine whether the
continued presence of the troops or at
least a part of them in Goldfield will
prevent disorder, riot and bloodshed. 1
am convinved that the presence of the
troops thus far has been & necessary
precaution.

“Martlal law should be the last re-

sort and 1 will not advocate it until,

there has been somp great violence com-
mitied and the local authorities have
proved themselves unable to stop any

Satrages, such as destruction of jife or

valunble property., Rither the Presi-
dent or the Governor of the State must
declare martinl law and in the event it
Is the Governor T shall consider that the
regulars are at his servios just as would

be the state militia, provided Nevmla
had such an institution. In feet, it is
my Idea the regulars are here to take the
place of the stute militha during the
present erisis”

the state penitentiary and confession to
Detective MeParlund. Ovehard today
told of his alleged attempte on the livea
of Fred Bradley of San Francisco, Jus-
tice Gabbert, Justice Goodard and Gov-
ernor Peabody of Denver, and plans
which he said he made to kill Sherinan
Bell.

ACQUITTAL OF FORD REASON

Alleged Frauds in Purchases
of Indian Lands.

CORRUPT MEXICAN OFFICIALS

Money for Purchase of Lands Placed in
Banks to Credit of Indians and Then
Drawn Out on Forged -Checks—Indian
Women Were Outrageonsly Insulted.

I

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The sub-
committes of the Senite committee on
Indinn  Affairs consisting of Senators
Teller, Curtis amd Lafollete which in-
vestigated the allpged frauds in the
purchuses of Kickapoo Indian lsnds
located in Obllahoma held & meeting
yestenday and agreed upon the. report
that would be submitted to the Senate.
The report will disclose a rather start-
ling series of alleged shady transactions
that went on near the Mexican border
where u number of the Kickapoos were
living when the law was passed allow-
ing them to dispose of their lands in
Oklahoma and where some of them
were taken by white men. The sub-
committee went to Eagle Pass, Texas,
in November, and examined a large
number of Indian and white witnesses.
The reports will show that facts were
developed which proved conclusively
that certain parties of men had formed
partnerships and raised capital with
the express view of cheating the In-
dians out of their lands, In this con-
nection the reports will mention oer-
tain names and charge that thers mere,:
through fraudulent practices, obtmined
ab an expense of mot over §20,000 lands
aggregating in value §250,000. Some of
the men named the report will aay,
were not sctively at work among the
Indinns, but they were found to have
furnished funds for the alleged corrupt
